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WELCOME HOME, ALUMI! 


Remember the year 1935? It 
was a big one, and certainly one 
of achievement for Salinas Jun- 
ior College. For although S.J.C. 
had been officially in existence 
since 1920, it was really not until 
1935 that the gangling youngster 
took its first important steps in 
community life, and started on 
its way toward becoming a lead- 
ing social and intellectual cen- 
ter. 

In that year, when the college 
was still a part of Salinas Union 
High School, Mr. John B. Lemos 


was awarded the position of 


principal, which remained his 


status until 1937. Many alumni 
will remember Lemos first as 
guidance director of the college 
(1930) and later as registrar, 
before he was to take over its 
headship; they will also remem- 
ber that he was one of its worth- 
iest benefactors, for he personi- 
fied the spirit of true leadership 
so essential to a. college which, 
still in its infancy, was receiving 
its initial outside recognition. 
Indeed it was with a feeling of 
extreme indebtedness toward 


this man that the school board 
finally accepted his resignation 
in 1937, in order that he might 
become head of the lower divi- 
sion departments. 

But almost immediately after 
Lemos had begun hisduties in 
1935, a change was effected in 
the 3-3 system under which the 
high school and junior college 
had been cooperating; a change 
whereby the college would be 
able to maintain itself as an 
entirely separate unit, free from 
the high school in all respects, 
and might even—but it was only 
a pious hope—become a separate 
new building. 

The idea received further stim- 
ulation from a newly appointed 
school superintendent—Mr. B. D. 
Case—who heartily encouraged 
the venture. And so, eventually 
an architect was called in, blue- 
prints were discarded and 
approved, and finally, the build- 
ing was begun. Originally 
designed to house 300 students, 
it consisted of eight classrooms, 
a library, three science labora- 


tories,.a science lecture room, 


four offices, and a small gymna- 
sium, and was to cost approxi- 
mately $160,000. 

But wher March, 1937, rolled 
around, and with it moving day 
for faculty and students, the 
worst fears which had been 
secretly harbored in the minds 
of Principal Lemos and various 
other gentlemen during the long 
building period, reached their 
maturation point; it was not 
hard to see that the college was 
going to be greatly overcrowded. 

A surprised architect was hur- 
riedly re-summoned, plans were 
drawn up for additions whereby 
the size of the college would be 
increased to a considerable 
extent, and carpenters, plaster- 
ers, electricians, and painters 
were recalled. This time {t would 
be for good! 

In February, 1939, the first 
addition of seven classrooms and 
administrative offices was com- 
pleted at a cost. of $27,000. Two 
other units, comprising a large 
gymnasium, domestic science lab- 
oratories, a dining room and cof- 


fee shop, engineering and draw-

ing accommodations, a confer- 
ence room, several classrooms, 
lounges, and a little theatre, were 
not far behind. When these units 
had been completed, so had one 


of the most beautiful and worthy 
additions to the community of 


Salinas. It is said that about $500,- 
000 has been invested in the col- 


lege during the last four years. 
Upon the resignation of Mr. 
Lemos, the guidance of Salinas 


Junior College was taken over 
by Mr. Richard J. Werner, who 


is the second leader in the 
advancement of the college. Pres- 


ident Werner—for that is the 
title he received in 1938—quickly 
gained a place in the hearts of 
all the students and fast became 
“best friends” with each and 


every one of them. 
The community knows that 


President Werner has worked 


tirelessly to bring the Junior 


‘ College before the public eye, 


and that he has done a great 


deal for it daring the last few 
years. He now heads a faculty 


consisting of 34 instructors—six 
of whom have been recently 
hired for the fall season.

Dedication of 
Panther Statue 
Reviewed 


On that memorable day of 
Monday, December 9, 1940, our 
stately black granite Panther, 
the prized symbol of Salinas Jun- 
ior College students, was 
unveiled. The brief but interest- 
ing program began promptly at 
8 o’clock ‘when all classes. were 
dismissed. With Dr. R. D. Case, 
superintendent of schools, pre- 
siding, the invocation was given 
by the Reverend N. L. Kemper. 
Following this were three selec- 
tions by the band: “Strike up the 
-Band,” Gershwin; “Dancing Tam- 
bourine,” Polla; “I Love a 
Parade,” Arlen; all under the 
able direction of Lorell McCann, 
who incidentally should have 
been caring. for a bad case of 
influenza instead of rising from 
a sick bed to direct the band. 

Mr. Joseph Allen, state super- 
visor of the Northern California 
Art Project, spoke on the sub- 
ject,, “Federal Art Projects,” and 
gave the complete history of the 
Panther since the time of its 
conception. Mr. William Lawson, 
administrator of the Works Prog- 
ress administration was unable 
to attend the ceremony. Another 
highlight of the program was 
Mr. Raymond Puccinelli, the 
sculptor, who spoke simply and 


briefly about the already famous | 


work.

lStudent Jobs 
See Increase 


Over 1940 


“This year’s placement total 
promises to far exceed that of 
last year,” Miss Ann Lescesin, 
director of the Placement bureau 
at Salinas Junior College, 
reports. Since the start of school 
and throughout the month of 
September, one hundred and 
twenty-two students have 
obtained jobs through the Place- 
ment bureau. Part-time room and 
board: jobs were found for 15 
women and 11 men; other part- 
time positions were received by 
12 women and 20 men, Tempor- 
ary jobs found for the students 
were 12 for the women and 45 
for the men, Eight students have 
dropped school because of find- 
ing fulltime employment 
through the placement bureau. 

Not only has the bureau been 
working overtime trying to fill 
jobs during the first month of 
school, but they worked all last 
summer ‘securing jobs for stu- 
dents interested in positions for 
that time. For jobs during the 
entire summer 15 women and 25 
men were placed. For temporary 
employment, students doing odd 
jobs for a few days or a few 
weeks only, there were 12 
women and nine men. Also there 
were eight full-time jobs for 
women and three for men, These 
figures on summer employment 
are very conservatively esti- 
mated, for many students didn’t 
return to the bureau after being 
interviewed to tell of their luck 
in obtaining the job. The esti- 
mated total of jobs found for 
students during the summer was 
approximately 80. 

Women have been placed in 
every kind of job ranging from 
stenographic and bookkeeping 
positions to news reporting, and 
gown modeling. Jobs as. office 
clerks, filing clerks, library 
clerks, usherettes, telephone 
operators, sales clerks, reception- 
ists, and the most common job of 
typist. 

Positions have been found for 
men in drafting, junior engi- 
neering, surveying, bank ‘clerk- 
ing, service station attending, 
accounting, mechanics, and 
farming. 

Over 200 students were placed 
last year. This total at the time 
seemed too high for any other 
year to duplicate, but so far this 


jobs found is better than one- 
third the entire total of last year.

Werner Speaks 


In Santa Cruz 


Representing the Salinas school 
system at the Santa Cruz conven- 
tion for superintendents, princi- 
pals, etc. this week, was Mr. 
Richard J. Werner, president of 
the Salinas Junior College. Mr. 
Werner addressed the assem- 
blage Monday on “The Long 
Range Program for Vocational 
Education.” Mr. Werner spoke 
mostly of the growth, aims, and 
views of 8.J.C., and the solutions 
to problems that “the new and 
changing age presents in the 
field of junior college educa- 
tion.” 

Mr. Werner continued with an 
enumeration of ‘‘concepts. which 
are inherent in the junior college 
movement: (1) The first two 
years of the liberal arts college 
represent the completion of 
foundational and factual material 
which can best be taught in jun- 
ior college. (2) Occupational cur- 
ricula beyond the high school 
level have been made necessary 
by the increasing complexity of 
modern industrial, commercial, 
and social life. (3) It is both eco- 
nomically and socially desirable 
to provide two years of college 
training while these young peo- 
ple can still live at home. (4) 
Universities should emphasize 
upper division, graduate, and 
professional education.” Mr. 
Werner went on to explain how 
the youth population is congested 
somewhat at the high school and 
junior college age. “This,” he 
said, “is producing both an unu- 
sual competition for the jobs 
existing and it is placing a con- 
siderable strain upon the junior 
college vocational training insti- 
tution.” The purpose of the jun- 
ior college is to relieve this 
strain and better prepare young 
people for the jobs. 

Mr. Werner concluded, “TI trust 
that in the critical time which 
lies ahead that neither vision nor 
courage will fail those who are 
directly responsible to the com- 
ing generation and that the next 
21 years will be incomparably 
more fruitful than anything so 
far realized.”
